other things, enacted, that the Lord Chancellor, or Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal of Ireland, the Lord Chief Justice of the King’s Bench, 
the Lord Chief Justice of the Common Pleas, and the Lord Chief 
Baron of the Court of Exchequer in Ireland, and their successors 
together with certain individuals named in the said Act, and the 
persons to be thereafter elected in their stead, pursuant to the pro- 
visions therein contained, should be Trustees for the purpose of esta- 
blishing, endowing and maintaining one Academy for the education 
only of persons professing the Roman Catholic Religion ; and it 
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was thereby further enacted, that the said Trustees, or any Seven or 
more of them, should have the superintendence and visitorial power over 
the said Academy, and over all persons on the foundation or 
educated therein : And whereas by an Act of the said Parliament of
